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Cal EOC Incident – 2014 Drought 

Situational Summary 

 

 

On January 17, 2014 Governor Edmund G. Brown proclaimed a State of Emergency and directed state officials to take all necessary 

actions to prepare for drought conditions. The State Operation Center (SOC) is activated to implement objectives in support of the 

Governor’s priorities. The lack of winter rain and snowfall has resulted in extremely dry conditions in many parts of the State. 

Reservoir levels are down significantly from where they should be on average for this time of year. If conditions continue severe 

impacts to municipal water supplies, agriculture (plants and livestock) and firefighting capabilities are likely in store for the State over 

the next few months. Negative economic impacts will also result. 

 

The drought could result in severe impacts to the municipal water supplies, wells, agriculture (plants and livestock) and firefighting 

capabilities for several months. The SOC continues to be activated to monitor the situation statewide, and support regional and local 

operational areas.  

 

- Current Reservoir Levels continue to decline. Levels as of August 11th : Don Pedro 43%; Exchequer 19%; Folsom Lake 40%; Lake 

Oroville 34%; Millerton Lake 49%; New Melones 25%; Pine Flat 12%; San Luis 20%; Lake Shasta 33%; Trinity Lake 33%; Pyramid 

Lake 93%; and Castaic Lake 46%.  

 

- Emergency Drinking Water Procurement and Distribution Planning Guidance (rev. May 2014)  

Significant changes have occurred to the structure of California’s state government organization. Rapid advances in systems, 

science, and technology have helped emergency managers improve coordination, forecasting, and situational awareness. Because 

of these changes, the Multi-Agency Emergency Response Procedures for Potable Water Procurement & Distribution document has 

been replaced by the Emergency Drinking Water Procurement and Distribution Planning Guidance. The intent of this guidance 

document is to clarify the roles and responsibilities of the stakeholders involved in locating, procuring, and delivery of emergency 

drinking water1 to populations in California. Consequently creating a framework for agencies and organizations to work together to 

enhance preparedness.  

 

- State Board Mandatory Conservation Regulations Now in Effect: The state’s first-ever emergency regulations mandating urban 

water conservation became effective will be in effect until April 25, 2015.

• 2014-LAW-3978, On 8/5/2014 at 1519 hours, the Law Mission continued at the request of San Bernardino County Sheriff’s 

Department (SBSD). SBSD is requesting Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Mine Team to assist in a 

continuing search for human remains related to an active, ongoing homicide investigation in the Twenty Nine Palms 

area. On 8/7/2014 at 1010 hours, SBSD advised the planned mission for 8/9-10/2014, is being postponed to the following 

weekend, 8/16-17/2014 with LASD Mine team still assisting. Update: On 08/12/14, SBSD has elected to delay the search 

until the weekend of August 23/24. Mission Suspended until that time. Mission Suspended. 

 

Closed Cal OES Missions 

 

• 2014-LAW-4814, On 8/12/2014 at 0929 hours, the International Emergency Response Coordination Center (IERCC) 

reported a Delorme SPOT activation near the Oak Park area of Ventura County. IERCC reported multiple satellite “pings” 

which indicated that the device was in a vehicle.  The Cal OES Law Duty Officer (LDO) was able to locate and contact 

someone familiar with device and who was using it.  Activation was determined to be accidental. Mission Closed. 

 

• 2014-LAW-4821, On 8/12/14 at 1715 hours the Air Force Rescue and Coordination Center (AFRCC) reported that a Coast 

Guard helicopter assigned to San Diego had located an EPIRB activation at 32°41.4’N 117° 07.9N, which plots to a 

commercial area, on land, near San Diego. The device is unregistered so there is no additional information about the owner 

of the device or the vessel it is assigned to. CAP was notified and they dispatched personnel and equipment to monitor for 

the 121.5 beacon.  Update: On 8/13/14 at 0033 hours: CAP personnel were able to narrow the location of the alert to a 

business that maintains and calibrates EPIRB devices. The business was closed but CAP personnel will return at 0800 on 

8/13/14 to identify the specific device and silence it. Mission Closed.
